I saw an item in the “ P rovidence J our na l” that 
a new federal prison in Illinois will cost $110.000 000 
which m ust m ak e a w hale of a prison. 
I a m further 
inform ed that the New Y ork State Division of P arole 
has about 13,000 parolees und er supervision each y e ar. 
My inform ant c alculates this w ay : 


. . In the event these m en w ere to be retncar- 
c e ra ie d , it would tak e roughly six sta te prisons and 
reform a torie s at 2,000 m en per institution to confine 
these m en. 
Six tim es the going rate of $110,000,000 
per institution com es to a staggering $600,000,000 in 
c ap ital construction costs that this s a m e sm all agency 
offsets in any one given c alend a r y e ar, sim ply by 
reason of its being. 


“ Add to this the 12,000 prr y ea r necessa ry to 
ma inta in a n inma te in a priso n o r refo rma to ry , 
time*, 
13,000 men 
(pa ro lees) 
liv ing in the co m ­ 
munity a nd y o u 
ha v e 
$26,000,000

to the sta te; a dd a g a in the fig ure sa v ed by ha v ing

once in a while, 
when one re ad s of a frightful 
act of hum an d eb asem ent, it turns out that a parolee 
has returned to the very horrible acts which first 
brought him to prison. 
Surely , the parole sy stem 
throughout this country requires re-study and re or­ 
ganization, 
And it is ridiculous to entrust m en with 
such serious work and then to und erp ay them . 


If our sta te governm ents and m unicipalities cut 
out w aste and duplication and graft am ong politicians 
and c ontractors, they would have enough m oney on 
hand 
to 
pay 
for 
tea che rs, 
policem en 
and 
parole 
officers. If there is no m oney to pay for such services, 
they will d e teriorate: 
decent m en and w om en will 
decline to serve. This ha s ceased to be a jok e, p a rtic u­ 
larly in the large r cities of the country w here all 
services 
a re 
d eteriorating 
b ecause 
pay 
is 
not 
a ttractive. 


If the parole sy stem is of value, it m ust be paid 
for. 
If it is not of value, it should be abolished. 
The 
fact of the m a tte r is that c rim e in this country is on 
the increase, The statistics a r e for a r re s ts lor c rim es ; 
the re a re no figures for those who get aw ay with 
m uggings, robberies, ra p es and m urd ers . 
The sex 
c rim e s that are rep orted a re atrocious but the decline 
in sex m orality cannot be rep orted but can only be 
observed.

life ca n be tra nsla ted into a cha ra cter building 
pro cess which will a ssist the crimina l to a better 
iite, whereupo n he will be pa ro led a nd ev entua lly 
inducted into so ciety a s a n ho no ra ble ma n. 


Less than that m ak e s the entire sy stem m eaning­ 
less and is less rational than the older Chinese sy stem 
of clipping off the heads of w rong-doers and saving 
the cost of their im provem ent. 
1 shall never forget 
m y first view of d ecap itated hum an beings hanging 
on poles in Tientsin. China, as a w arning to other 
w rong-doers. But the w arning ap p arently never w arned 
b ecause there w ere alw ay s new w rong-doers on the 
poles. 
What is really so d evastating am ong us is that 
w ith police, parole officers and other law enforcem ent 
officers so underpaid, it is astonishing that m ore of 
them do not try their hand at m ak ing an untax ed 
dollar or so.

How To Control 
Fallout Danger? 


On some things they agree, the radiological 
scientists, as firmly as they disagree on others. 
They disagree, for instance, on the exact levels 
at which radioactivity in the universe is danger* 
ous to humans. 
Also, on whether those levels 
have now been reached or at least approached. 
They agree, among other things, that the 
most evil effects of radiation can be. indeed 
often are. long delayed. Some women workers 
on radium-painted watch dials during World 
War I didn t show the fatal symptoms for 30 
years. German miners of radioactive ore died of 
lung cancer, because of their exposure, long 
afterwards. 


The radiological scientists agree also that 
radiation 
can 
work 
untold 
harm 
on 
future 
generations. That would be by mutating genes, 
and mutated genes are usually malevolent. The 
more of them in the genetic stream of life, the 
more people will carry inherited defects. And 
perhaps transmit them. 


Most radiation can be tolerated by humans 
up to certain amounts (whatever these may be) 
a year. But strontium-90 in radioactive fallout 
is cumulative in the human body and hence 
especially hazardous 
It settles in the bones 
where it may produce cancer. 


The Atomic Energy Commission, like the 
National Academy of Sciences, is re-appraising 
all aspects of the problem 
But now comes the 
National 
Advisory 
Commission 
on 
Radiation 
demanding that "ultimate authority” in protect* 
ing humans from radiation perils be shifted from 
the A EC. to the Public Health Service. 
The 
Commission points out that the A E C. has a 
‘ prime 
interest ’ 
in 
having 
atomic 
energy 
produced. 


We can only agree, having seen many times 
over the evils arising from any expectation that 
a government agency—especially a secret o n e - 
will police itself effectively.

The High Cost Of Crime 


I saw an item in the "Providence Jou rn al’’ that 
a new federal prison in illinois will cost Silo OOO ooo 
which m ust make a whale of a prison. 
I am further 
inform ed that the New York State Division of Parole 
has about 13 OOO parolees under supervision each year. 
My inform ant calculates this w ay; 
**. . . In the event these m en w ere to be reincar­ 
cerated, it would lake roughly six state prisons and 
reform atories at 2,OOO men per institution to confine 
these men. 
Six tim es the going rate of $110.000 000 
per institution com es to a staggering $000 000 000 in 
capital construction costs that this sam e sm all agency 
offsets in any one given calendar y ear, sim ply by 
reason of its being 


"Add to this Ihe $2,000 per year necessary to 
maintain an inmate in a prison or retornsatory, 
ttmev 
13.(NNI men 
parolees) 
living 
in the com ­ 
munity 
and you 
have $26,000,000 annual saving . 
to the state; add again the figure saved by having 
these sam e men outside supporting or contributing 
to 
the 
support 
of 
their 
families 
and 
thereby 
removing said families from the roils of public 
welfare and you probably end up with a total 
saving to the state of 30 • 60 million annually as 
Ihe barest of bare minimum figure.'' 


Now all this arithm etic is frightfully startling and 
it m akes one shudder at the thought that he pays taxes 
for all this. 
It woud be cheaper to go back to the 
Middle Ages and hang everybody who com m its any 
kind of a crim e. 
My le tte rw rite r, however, did not have that as 
his objective. 
He is undoubtedly a kindly and gentle 
person and believes in the parole system which only 
costs the state $4 OOO.OOO a year for approxim ately 200 
field 
parole offieers, practically all of whom are 
university graduates and who. despite their learning 
and the difficulties of their tasks, earn about $6 000 
a year. 
However, there is quite another problem . 
How 
m any of the parolees return to c rim e ’ 
How m any 
m end their ways and become respectable citizens? 
E very once in a while, when one reads of a frightful 
act of hum an debasem ent, it turns out that a parolee 
has returned to the very horrible acts which first 
brought him to prison. 
Surely, the parole system 
throughout this country requires re study and reo r­ 
ganization. 
And it is ridiculous to entrust men with 
such serious work and then to underpay them . 
lf our state governm ents and m unicipalities cut 
out w aste and duplication and graft am ong politicians 
and contractors, they would have enough money on 
hand 
to 
pay 
for teachers, 
policem en 
and 
parole 
officers. If there is no money to pay for such services, 
they will deteriorate: decent m en and women will 
decline to serve. Thus has ceased to be a joke. particu­ 
larly rn the larger cities of the country where all 
services 
are 
deteriorating 
because 
pay 
is 
not 
attractive. 
If the parole system is of value, it m ust be paid 
for. 
If it is not of value, it should be abolished. The 
fact of the m atter is that crim e in this country is on 
the increase 
The statistics a re for a rre sts for crim es; 
there a re no figures for those who get aw ay with 
m uggings, robberies, rapes and m urders. 
The sex 
crim es that are reported are atrocious but the decline 
in sex m orality cannot be reported but can only be 
observed 


Tile enormous cost of m aintaining prisons is 
justified either on the assum ption th at crim inals 
m ust be caged like wild a n im als or that prison 
life c m be tran slated into a c h a ra c te r building 
process which will assist the c rim in al to a better 
tile, w hereupon he will be paroled and eventually 
inducted into society as an honorable m an. 


Le.^s than that m akes the entire system m eaning­ 
less and is less rational than the older Chinese system 
of clipping off the heads of wrong doers and saving 
the cost of their im provem ent. 
I shall never forget 
m y first view of decapitated hum an beings hanging 
on poles in Tientsin. China, as a w arning to other 
w rongdoers. But the w arning apparently never w arned 
because there w ere always new w rongdoers on the 
poles. 
What is really so devastating am ong us is that 
with police, parole officers and other law enforcem ent 
officers so underpaid, it is astonishing that m ore of 
them do not try their hand at m aking an untaxed 
dollar or so. 
High taxes and low pay is a very bad 
form ula for law enforcers.

ers. This is the opposite of sta tes­ 
m anship. 
It can only bring dis­ 
couragem ent to private initiative 
and, finally, introduce a species 
of governm ent control and mono­ 
poly. 
There is no substitute for com ­ 
petition. and even Ihe labor-union 
m ovem ent, which is governed by 
a monopoly today, would be far 
better off with a little com petition 
inside its own ranks or at least 
some of the 1949 statesm anship 
that sincerely recognized at the 
bargaining table the common in­ 
terest of em ployer and em ployee.

and 
I said: 
"A bout three hundred, 
and I expect it to include one 
long playing reco rd ." 
He sent a lot of packages and I 
sent him a check. In the pack­ 
ages were an assortm ent of things 
with dials on them . One was a 
H arm on Kardon frequency modu­ 
lation and A.M. radio. One was a 
Bogen, which does to sound w hat 
an engine does to an aeroplane. 
A third item w as a British G ar­ 
rard 
turntable 
and 
stylus 
A 
fourth was a big blondewood box. 
It had a m edallion at the bottom 
which proclaim ed it to be an 
authentic I. J. Speaker. 
It required the services of a n ­ 
other em inent radio engineer and 
w riter. H arrie Richardson, to get 
these things to em it a squeak. 
But. once it squeaked. I was sold 
on hi-fi The sound is soft, efful­ 
gent. and fills the ground floor of 
the house. The plunk of the deep­ 
est tone on a cello twangs as 
clearly as the w arble of a piccolo 
trem bling on E natural above 
high C. 
In the m orning, I start a stack 
of long playing piano records, 
featuring G eorge Feyer, Frankie 
C arle and R oger W illiams, and it 
plays my favorites for 3 hours and 
45 m inutes. When I flip them 
over, the m usic is good for an 
equal length of tim e 
Now, m y friends tell me that 
I haven’t lived until I have tried 
stereophonic sound This, as you 
know, is the new device with two 
speakers, one taking one set of 
sounds, 
one 
taking 
the 
other. 
"You w ere born with two e ars,” 
C arroll w rites. "Stereo is the re ­ 
su lt." 
If my ears have it. why do I 


need it in the speaker? U nder 
average 
circum stances. 
I ’m 
a 
sucker for anything new, from 
m agnetized wall can openers to 
autom atic 
garage 
doors, 
but 
stereo eludes me. P erry W alter 
had a set. He invited m e to his 
house to listen and I heard a train 
ro ar through one speaker and out 
the other and it scared Snooky. 
the dog. up on the hack of a 
chair. 
G eneral E lectric has a stereo 
brochure which says, in p a rt: "At 
a concert, violins play to you 
from your left and your left e a r 
perceives the mellow tones slight­ 
ly b etter than the right. Even 
w ith your eyes closed, you can 
place their position on-stage . . . 
Now. to recreate this very per­ 
form ance in your home a stereo 
system 
em ploys 
two 
separate 
sound 
channels, 
which 
closely 
approxim ate the natural balance 
and perception of your hearing ’* 
W hy’ If the sound is repro­ 
duced faithfully in a hi-hfi set, 
why m ust I create a geographical 
illusion that the violins are on m y 
left and the oboes, perhaps on m y 
rig h t’ The ears are no good, as 
listening posts, unless the sound 
is tran slated into pleasure by the 
hum an brain 
And if both ears 
feed it to one brain, w hat the 
heck happened to the ste re o ’ 
M echanically, stereo sound Is 
picked up by two m ircrophones, 
one to the left of the orchestra, 
one to the right. The sounds a re 
fed separately onto the left and 
right sides of the groves in the 
record. When the record is play­ 
ed. the sound on the left side of 
the grooves is fed to one speaker, 
the sound on the right side to the 
other speaker. 
Not for me. May I ask w hat 
happens if Mr. Louis P rim a is 
belting his version of "M arie" in 
stereo? Which m icrophone picks 
up which side of his m outh’ And 
how about Patti P age s singing? 
She s too pretty to be spread be­ 
tween two loudspeakers 
My saloon keeper friend. Jim 
Sullivan, just bought a hi-fi set to 
go with his m ynah birds. These 
birds often talk m ore distinctly 
than the custom ers. It is possible 
that stereo is for the ones in the 
cages . . .

Bill G oes To Senate 


The House p assed yesterday 
md sent to the Senate a bill 
a hich would make it illegal for 
ninors in Allegany County to 
wssess alcoholic beverages. 
The p rop osal 
is included in 
House Bill 793, sp onsored by Al- 
egany County Delegates Driscoll. 
Cook, Conlon and Walsh. 
It p rovides that in Allegany 
County it shall be unlawful for 
any p erson under the age of 21 
o have in his p ossession or under 
his control any alcoholic bever­ 
age* 
The only excep tion would be an 
emp loye of a license holder who 
could have beverages under his 
control only during working hours 
and in the course of his emp loy­ 
ment. 
Sets Up Penalties 
Violators would be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and if convicted 
could be fined not more than $100 
or Jailed for not more than 10 
days, or both. 
Del. Driscoll said the bill is; 
very imp ortant to the p eop le of- 
Allegany County. 
Many minors, he said misrep ­ 
resent their age when buying liq­ 
uor, but at p resent face no p enal­ 
ty if they are caught. 
He said the bill would go a long 
way toward making minors re­ 
sp onsible for illegal liquor p ur­ 
chases. 
The bill will be amended. Del. 
Driscoll said, to p ut enforcement 
in the hands of the Allegany 
County Circuit Court or any jus­ 
tice of the p eace here.

sales contracts to be held for 
five, instead of three years, to 
bring county regulations in line 
with a p rop osed state-wide law'.
